the Assay Department. The object of the state- 
ment is to illustrate the comparative yield of 
one thousand ounces.g# gold assayed here and 
converted into coin at San Francisco, and one 
thousatid ounces of gold carried/out of the Colony 
in a crude state, and both assayed and minted at 
San Francisco. -In this statement the value of 
the gold dust is taken at $17 per ounce, and the 
fineness at 850, these having been found to be 
the fair average of value and fineness of the gold 
prodaced this year. The loss in the weight of 
the gold dust on being melted has been put at 3 
per.centum, that being the average am@unt of 
impurities eXtracted from the gold in the pro"

From the above it will be seen. that the net 
proceeds.of an ounce of gold carried to San 
Francisco in a crude state would be $16,47, 
whereas if assayed here and coined at San 
Francisco it would yield $16 56, while upon a 
thoussid ounces. the difference in favor of getting 
it. assayed here would be $93 87, equal to 
55-100ths per centam, or a little over half of 
one per cent. The cursory reader may run 
away with the notion that the loss of 3 per cent. 
in weight, as sbown above, reducing the 1090 
ounces to 790 ounces, is an actual loss in value. 
‘Sach, however, is not the ease. It is a loss in 
weight only, as nothing but the impurities are 
taken from the gald, leaving the 970 odnces to 
represent precisely the same intrinsic value, 9s 
well as the same marketable value, as the 1000 
ounces from which the impurities have not been 
taken. But, not only is there no loss in this 
dimination in weight, bat there is, as. shown 
above,.an actual gain, inasmuch as the export 
duty is charged on the weight, not the value ; 
and thus the man who carries. his, 1000 ounces 
away unassayed pays duty at the rate of two 
shillings per ounce upon the 30 ounces of impur- 
ities which it contains, as well.as upon the gold; 
whereas he who gets it assayed here pays duty 
at the rate of 1s. 6d.on the gold only, and, of 
‘cotrse, pays nothing on the 80 oancesiof impuri- 
ties, We have thus endeavored to make this 
point as plain as, possible, because. we happen to 
know that many miners labor under the impres- 
sion that because, in handing in so many ounces 
of gold dust tobe assayed, and receiving an 
ingot which is found to weigh three per cent. 
less, they have, therefore, lost in exactly that 
ratio, forgetting that the melting process cannot 
possibly convert ‘impurities into gold; but is 
rather designed to remove them from it, a result 
which would follow tho assaying of their dust 
whether done here or elsewhere. There appears, 
also, to be ‘an impression amongst miners. that

Sir, —On returning from the Kootenay mines, 
where your paper has not a very extensive cir- 
culation, I was shewn an article which bad pre- 
viously appeared in a certain number of that 
publication, relating to an application made by 
my brother and myself for a lease. of land in Hat 
Creek Valley. It will perhaps appear foolish 
on my part to recur to a sabject which seems to 
be at rest} but.as that article was written by 
one atterly ignorant of the facts of the ease, and 
was likely to lead to great misapprehension on 
the part of thie public, T consider it dnly right.to 
deseritie Hat Creek Valley—where it is and 
what itis. It is then a small, narrow valley, ly- 
ing westward of the Thompson -River Valley, 
aad divided:from the latter. by a range of, wood- 
ed mountains, ‘The upper part of it, for = lease 
of which we applied) is of great altitude, and 
sharp frosts are of guch frequent secarrence 
throughout the sarmmer months that all agricul- 
taral occupations are ont of the question and its 
only value is for pastora] purposes daring those 
months. - In those particulars it resembles many 
thousands of acres scattered far.end wide through 
this past of the Colony, andjany of which one 
would have supposed might be Jeased under the 
existing land laws, Animals ‘can do well in the 
valley from May to November. Throngh_ the 
valley rans a trail from Lytton which joins the 
wagon road at McLean's house onthe Bonaparte. 
Since I have been here, a space of four years, the 
valley has been mate, 80 to speak, no use of. Last 
year there was & small band of cattle there f-om 
August tilh Nov’r, and, as fares I remember, 
‘there was also a band there fur two) or three 
months during the previous year. Empty pack- 
trains sometimes go.that way, but it is the excep- 
tion when they do so, not the rule. The por- 
tion of the-valley| applied for would comprise 
about one third of it. Now, Sir, that is the lit- 
tle mountain valley about which such an outcry 
has been made, which hes béen described as the 
finest pastoral part of the Colony, and, as one 
of its main thoroughfares | How you could be 
foolish enough to allow yourself to be 80 led 
away by a misrepreseutation of facts as to pub- 
lish such exaggerated nonsense it is not for me 
to say ; and if any of your readers have been 
misled by it, it only clearly demonstrates the 
harm which even a petty journal can do when 
conducted withoat fairness and integrity, and by 
those ignorant of the subjects of which they 
treat. . Had you, sir, before publishing that arti- 
cle; read:the existing law you would: have.seen 
that the land even when leased would have been 
open as before for pre-emption and purchase, 
and as to packers not being able to feed 
their animals. when passing through lease- 
holds, what can be easier than for the.
